SAN FRANCISCO 一 At its 
September 15 meeting, the Human 
Rights commission recelved a report 
breaking down the county's 1,827 
authorized exempt positions, that ls 
those which are not obligated to be 
filled -from -the civil ， service 
eligibility lists. 

Of the total number, 1,306 were 
filled at the time of the report，796 
were flled by Asian Pacific 
Americans and an additional 29 by 
Filipinos. The remainder were filled 
with 479 whites，1296 blacks,， 5$9%6 
Hispanics. There were no American 


Indians. 

Males comprised the 
overwhelming majority of the 
posSitions， 7196， with women 


accounting for only 2996. Minority 
women are counted in both 
categories. 


Commissioner Richard Sevilla， 
who had originally asked in June for 
the Study to be conducted, suggested 
that the .human rights group let the 
agencies and commissions making 
appointments know that it is 


concerned with the level of minority 
and women particlpation. 

Though _ Commissioner John 
Meorrissey said that he interpreted 
the figures gathered by commission 
sta 仁 member Erank Anderson as not 
necesSsarilly an ， indication of 
discrimination, but perhaps alack of 
adequate ”publicity， Anderson 
disagreed. 

Anderson pointed out that the 
topic of availability of appointive

House Speaker Ihomas “Tip” 


ONeill that the Simpson-Mazzoli 
bill will not be pushed through the 
House of Representatives this year 
Was “Welcomed ”by organizations 
opposed to the bill. Included in that 
group is the Bay Area Committee 
Against the Simpson-Mazzoli bill 
(BACASMI). 
CAUTIOUS 
“This is still a cautious victory,” 


Said Bill Tamayo，co-coordinator of 


BACASM,“Remember that the bil 
Was a bipartisan-sponsored piece of 
legislation which gained 。” over 一 
whelming 
(76-18). ”There was also 
Substantial backing of the Senate 
Version by the Reagan 
Administration, he noted. 
Tamayo，who took part in an 
intensive lobbying effort against the 
bill in the House two weeks ago， 
warmed that “there is bipartisan 
unity to “do something about the 
immigration problem” and to 


continue blaming undocumented 


Workers for economic problems. 
“As such，one can expect that 
other immigration bills similar to the 
will be 
reintroduced,”he explained. 
Iamayo and others opposed to 
the immigration bill cite “election 
politics”and the Hispanic vote as 
key factors in ONeilrs decisionnot 
to bring the bill up for consideration 
this year. 
HISPANIC VOTE 
Rep. Don Edwards (D-San 


-Jose)，informed 天 asxYJFest of his 


Support of ONeill's actions. 
Edwards，who has been a staunch 
opponent of the bill, indicated, too， 
that election politics and the 
emerging importance ofthe Hispanic 
vote Played an important role in the

The Speaker decided to delay 
consideration of the bill “because a 
letter Surfacedfrom Attorney 
General William French Smith to 
Rep. Peter Rodino of New Jersey， 
who is the chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee,” Edwards 
explained. 

“This letter said the President 
Was Shocked at the costs of enforcing 
the Simpson-Mazzoli bill and would 
demand reductions in costs,”said 
Edwards. 

According to the San Jose 
CongresSsman, “The Speaker then 
found out on good authority that 
Reagan would wait for the House to 
approve the bill and then he would 
veto it in order to gain the Hispanic 
vote in neXxt year's elections.?” 


SUSPICION 

Areport in the Nemw YorK 7T7mzes 
on Wednesday, Oct, $, also alluded 
to the Speakers suspicion that the 
President would take advantage of 
the bill to get the Hispanic vote. 

TIhe N7 77zmmzes article contends 
that“although Justice Department 
officials publically lamented ”the 
Speakers actions,“privately，the 
Reagan Administration has ex- 
pressed strong reservations aboutthe 
bill pending in the House”and may 
thus veto it. | 

The Reagan administration”s 
private reservations about the bill 
were made clear in Justice 
Department documents obtained by 
the

officials and members of Congress. 

The article elaborated further on 
the findings inside the Justice 
Department documents. 
Administration feels the House bill 
would be too costly，was overly 
generous in granting amnesty to 
illegal aliens and went too far in 
protecting the civil rights of 
permanent resident aliens in the 
United States.” 

ANTI-MINORITY 

Rep. Edwards felt that although 
the President supported the more 
restrictive Senate version， which 
minority leaders considered even 
more anti-minority than the House 
Version，the chief executive would 
veto the House version during the 
election year. 

“The President would claim that 
he is vetoing it because it is an anti- 
minority bill，even though .he 
Supported the Senate bill before,” 
Edwards commented. 

TIhe Democrat noted that the 


Hispanic caucus had gone to the 


Speaker en masse asking him to 
prevent the President from taking 
advantage of this bill to get the 
Hispanic vote. 

The Speaker， in town， 
emphasized his concern for the 
Hispanic community. Any 
immigration bill has to be 
“acceptable to the Hispanic 
Caucus，the Speaker said at a press 
conference Oct. 4，announcing his 
intention to delay consideration of 
the bill. 

ONeill stated that he would not 
even bring up a House version of the 
Senate immigration bill unless the 
Hispanic Caucus finds it 
acceptable. 口 


Wah Mee Defendant Gets Death 


SEATITTLE 一 AsSeattlejury last 
WeeKk found 玫 wan Fai “Willie” 
Mak，22;，guilty of the ,execution- 
style killing of 13 people and then 
sentenced him to Washington'”s 
death row. 

“There was nothing Willie Mak 
had to save him, the evidencewas all 
there,” observed one juror who 
asked not to be identified.“Thereis 
(Sic) no mitigating circumstances.” 

GUI 


On Wednesday，October 5，the 
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jury of six women and six men found 
Mak guilty of the February 1983 
execution-style killings of 13 people 
in the Wah Mee Club, a reputed 
gambling den in Seattle's 
International District. 

The jury gave Mak the .death 
penalty the day after they found him 
guilty of the murders. 

Mak is the second person 
convicted of the worst mass murder 
in Washington state history.， The 
other defendant，Benjamin Ng， 20， 
WaS convicted in August on 13 
counts of premeditated murder by a 
jury that later _ recommended life 
imprisonment rather than death. 

During the trial, the jurors listened 
to a tape recording of an emergency 
room police interview with Wai 
Chin，62，the sole survivor of the 
Saturday morning massacre and the 
key witness against both Ng and 
Mak. 


ESCAPED 

The police tape recording, which 
took place after Chin ,escaped 
the gambling den and was lying near 
death in a hospital emergency room， 
revealed what took place atthe Wah 
Mee Club. 

Chin elaimedthat Mak,Nganda 
third Suspect hog-tied patrons and 
employees，and then Proceeded to 
shoot each one ofthem in the back of 
the head，The third suspect，Wai 
Chiu “Tony”Ng，26，remains at 
large. (Iony Ng is not related to 
Benjamin Ng.) 

Mak has steadfastly maintained 
his innocence throughout the trial， 
claimingthat although he went to the 
Club with the two Ngstobeat up 
arival gangmember, he leftthe place 
before the killings took place. 

The state，on the other hand， 
had argued that Mak was 
the mastermind behind the .crime， 
and the reason why the.robbery and 
killings occurred. Mak wanted 
money, the prosecutors Said, and he 
did not want ta leave any 
witnesses behind.

Discussions with the agency have 
gone for six months, but Lee took a 
positive view of the matter. 

“Tve been warned by other 
people,” said the director, “who 
have worked with the state and they 
Say that it takes a long time (to get 
an agency in)，but once they're in， 
they're there and they're a good 
tenant.”

The United States told Japan last week thay it still 
had not found the black box from the downed 下 orean 
airliner， and said the device had stopped emitting 
Signals. 

In a report to the Japanese Government，Washington 
said that U.S. search Operations for the box in the Sea 
of Japan were hampered by the depth of the ocean 
there， But American ships will continue the search in 
the area，the presumed -crash site of the plane which 
was Shot down by Soviet missiles on September 1 .
